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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 05/06/2010 
has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1, 3-7, 9-17, 21-29, 31-34, 36 and 37 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The reference (s) of record do not teach or suggest, either singularly or in 
combination at least the limitation of "a region of the multilayer structure that adjoins the 
second main area of the multilayer structure is patterned one- or two- dimensionally to 
form convex elevations, and a height (hi) of the elevations is at least as large as a 
height (h2) of an unpatterned region of the multilayer structure that is between the 
active, radiation-generating layer and the elevations" for claim 1; "a transparent layer 
disposed between the first main surface of the multilayer structure and the reflective 
layer or interface, said transparent layer being patterned one- or two-dimensionally,

wherein the multilayer structure is an epitaxial layer structure, and the semiconductor 
device is free of a deposition substrate of the multilayer structure; and wherein the 
transparent layer comprises convex elevations, the convex elevations tapering in a 
direction away from the first main surface of the multilayer structure to the reflective 
layer or interface" for claim 18.
